The Gold Bond Robbery. 


Governor Bullock, in his personal organ 
yesterday, thinks we got heated over the 
gold bond robbery. That is not unnatural, 
whether itis a factor not. It is enough to 
heat any honest man to see projects pushed 
for the plunder of the people, and we de- 
nounce this as a genuine scheme of plun- 
der.

It is but simple 
justice to the trustees to state the cause in- 
ducing them to make this application to 
the Le etnies This cause may be 
summe in three words: . e., “scant of 
this—to the eternal shame of 
the — be it said—has always been the 
mill-stone around the neck of the State 
University. The college faculty is a large 
and expensive one, the appliances for put- 
ting into effect the recent changes in the 
curriculum are sadly insufficient, the lec- 
ture-rooms are inadequate to the demands 
of the officers, and the trustees want 
money” to meet this emergency. This 
want they propose to satisfy by selling off 
30 out of the 38 acresof the Milledge reser- 
tion. 1 * following objections occur to 
me, viz 

I. The same consideration which the At- 
lanta people bring to bear against the 
Lyon property lies in this instance. There 
is no room for the enlargement of the 
establishment. The present front campus 
would be totally inconsistent with the 
dignity of a great institution. Any ad- 
dition to the present buildings would re- 
quire the re-purchase of ground upon 
which to place them, and the ground 
would have to be bought back at triple and 
quadruple the prices tor which it was sold. 
And, moreover, in reply to the answer 
that there is no likelihood of the ground 
being needed, I have to rejoin that there is 
the greatest possible probability of such a 
necessity. The single matter of a gym- 
nasium, where the contracted chests and 
attenuated limbs of the students might be 
ex panded and strengthened, would require 
a large portion of this very ground which 
the board desire to sell. And as no chan- 
nel of modern education is more negleeted 
than this, so none is more likely to receive 
attention. Allof the great educational in- 
stitutions of the North and on the conti- 
nent of Europe are awakening to the vital 
importance of“ sana mens in sano corpors” 
—of sound minds in sound bodies. 

II. The proposed sale deprives the pres- 
ident. and professors of houses, The for- 
mer, in the charter of the University, is 
entitled to a salary and residence upon 
college ground, free of rent. It ig true, 
some individual presiding officer might 
find it perfectly convenient to relinquish 
the present very excellent house, but his 
successor would certainly expect to be pro- 
vided with a mansion commensurate with 
the dignity of his position, and all of 
the money resulting from this sale 
would hardly suffice to replace the 
property. Again, the professors, it is true, 
pay rent for their houses, but at much 

wer rates than could possibly be had by 
going out into town and paying the rents 

ere prevalent. Fbeir salaries are con- 
ſessedly utterly insufficient for the com- 
fortable support of their families, and yet, 
the sale of their houses and the consequent 
necessity of paying higher rents for town 
houses reduces their income to a still small- 
er amount.
